Abadan siege ‘broken’ 

BEIRUT, Nov. 14 (Agencies) — Iran said 
diehard defenders “puncturctf ' a month- 
long Iraqi siege of Iran's major oil refining 
city of Abadan Friday, but Iraq said its rants 
“tightened the Abadan stronghold'’ behind 
relentless artillery barrages and helicopter 
gunship raids as toe war on the Golf snothern 
flank moved into its 55th day. 

Also Iraqi anti-aircraft positions downed 
eight Iranian Phantom and F-5 fighters Fri- 
day during an I ranian mid on Iraqi civilian 
targets, toe Iraqi news agency INA reported. 

Iraqi forces, meanwhile, launched several 
air strikes Friday on “enemy” military targets 
in toe southern section of the front, destroy- 
ing six assault tanks, five troop transports, six 
artillery pieces and eight armored vehides. 
toe agency said. 

Citing an Iraqi high command communi- 
que, INA said that 41 enemy troops were 
killed Thursday night and Friday morning in 
combat in various regions. 

The agency said that Iraqi anti-craft 
defense forced Iranian planes to withdraw 
after they struck civilian targets in the areas

Democratic Party of Sweden, said Thursday 
that he is to go to Iran to attempt an investiga- 
tion on the possibilities of peace between Iran 
and Iraq. 

Palme, who flew into Madrid Thursday to 
attend the 15tfa Socialist International Con- 
gress, was designated for the mission by U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim. Palme 
said he is not optimistic about reaching an 
agreement to solve toe conflict, but saidhe 
“thinks there are some possibilities of arriv- 
ing at this agreement."

In other developments, a Belgian construc- 
tion firm said Thursday it was actively pursu- 
ing the execution of major construction work 
in Iraq in spite of the hostilities.

reports that it had left Iraq and said that it was 
actively pursuing toe execution of major con- 
struction works at the Akasbat phosphate 
mine and at a fertilizer plant in Alkaim. 

“ Sybetra has devoted considerable and 
costly efforts in order to ensure pursuance of 
the works under best possible conditions and 
in spite of the difficulties due to the current 
situation, ” toe firm said in a statement.

RIYADH, Nov. 14 (Agencies) — King 
Khaled Friday requested details of the recent 
rocket attack, on northern Kuwait and hoped 
that there were no casualties or damage. The 
King cabled toe Ruler of Kuwait Sheikh 
Jaber AI Ahmad AI Sabah for details follow- 
ing reports that a warplane had fired two 
rockets on the Abdali district Wednesday. 

“Saudi Arabia will come to Kuwait’s aid 
against any danger it is exposed to." said King 
Khaled in a message he dispatched to 
Kuwait's ruler. The text of the message was 
broadcast by Riyadh radio. 

Prince Fahd also telephoned Sheikh Al 
Sabah who briefed him on the attack. Sheikh 
Al Sabah said toe situation was norma] and 
that no harm or damage was caused. Prince 
Fahd affirmed Saudi Arabia's solidarity with 
Kuwait. 

All Arab Gulf states followed Saudi 
Arabia, in support to Kuwait. Kuwait, lodged 
a formal complaint against Iran for the Wed- 
nesday rocketting of toe northern AL- Abdali 
border post along the international Kuwait- 
Iraq highway. Kuwait asked the Iranian gov- 
ernment for guarantee against a repetition of 
the attack.

JEDDAH, Nov. 14 — The Organization of 
the Islamic Conference and UNESCO will 
launch an joint international action program 
to mark the advent of the 1 5th Hijra century, 
according to an agreement concluded here 
Thursday between OIC Secretary General 
Habib Chatti and UNESCO Director Gen- 
eral Mohtar M Bow. 

The program indudes a congress on the 
contribution of Islamic universities to world 
culture: a project for the preservation and the 
publication of Islamic manuscripts; exhibi- 
tions and publications; and a project for the 
preservation and restoration of Islamic his- 
torical monuments and dties. 

In addition, a joint OIC-UNESCO com- 
mittee has been set up, within the context of a 
cooperation agreement between the two 
organizations, and will meet periodically 
twice a year to take stock of the progress 
accomplished and propose new activities. 

There will also be an exchange of visits and 
training between offidals of the two organ- 
izations. 

M’Bow and a high-level deligation from 
UNESCO visited the OIC General Sec- 
retariat at the invitation of the secretary gen- 
eral, Nov. 12-13, and worked out with OIC 
offidals the details of the joint action prog- 
ram. 

Welcoming M'Bow on Wednesday, Qiatti 
noted that the two organizations work for the 
consolidation of international peace and 
cooperation. He expressed the OICs support 
for UNESCO’s activities, especially regard- 
ing Jerusalem, the establishment of a new 
Worid Information and Communications 
Order, and the preservation of humanity's 
cultural heritage. 

Qiatti said that UNESCO was foremost

among international organizations that 
categorically rejected the Zionist practices in 
the occupied Arab territories, inducting the 
altering of the latter’s demographic, human, 
cultural, spiritual and soda! features. And 
UNESCO is firmly proceeding in this direc- 
tion, he added.

He also underlined the importance for 
Islamic countries to revive the era when they 
brought valuable contribu dons to science and 
technology that the West now enjoys. He also 
dwelt on the necessity of establishing a New 
World Information and Communications 
Order wherein the news agencies of develop- 
ing countries, of what Islamic countries are 
part and parcel, would have a more equitable 
share in the international flow of news and 
communications. NT Bow congratulated 
Chatti for the strong impetus he gave to the

become one of the major poles in interna- 
tional relations. 

On Thursday. Qiatti also received Turkish

Kingdom’s trade boosts 
Houston ’s port traffic 



HOUSTON, Nov. 14 — Cargo being ship- 
ped to and from Saudi Arabia has again 
helped the Port of Houston increase its gen- 
eral cargo movement by 20 per cent, com- 
pared to the 'same period a year ago, Saudi 
Business magazine reported. 

“Saudi Arabian traffic through die port 
surpassed our record previously set by Japan 
several years ago,” explained Ed Horn, direc- 
tor of the Port of Houston. “Ever since that 
time, business with Saudi Arabia has been 

responsible for business increases registered 
at the port every year.” 

Horn said the effects of a national reces- 
sion have- been little felt on the Houston 
waterfront. He said overall tonnage at die 
port was down about 10 per cent, but said 
that was good news because it indicates the 
United States is progressing toward the 
achievement of its national energy goals. 

“The major decline in total tonnage 
through the port was due to a decrease in the 
amount of crude oil imports and petroleum 
products with crude imports and .product 
exports both off sharply. Shipments of crude 
oil declined from 21.8 to 17.6 million tons, 
while shipments of petroleum products 
declined from 34.6 to 29.2 million tons, for a 
combined decrease of 9.5 million tons,” he 
said. 

He added that figure more than accounts 
for the decrease in overall tonnage of 8.6 
millio n tons, from 893 million tons last year, 
to 80.7 million tons for the first three quarters 
of 1980.

I have reviewed recently the order 
issued by the Ministry of Communications 
about taxi fares inside the cities and must 
say that the tariff was fair to both owner 
and passenger. But, to my mind, there is 
so mething even more important than the 
fare structure and this indudes the stan- 
dard of the car, model year, air condition- 
ing and above all cleanliness.

Arabs, Europeans agree to boost ties 


LUXEMBOURG, Nov. 14 (Agencies) — 
Europeans and Arabs have called a minis ter- 
«al meed rig next summer in an effort to rein- 
v /gorate their move to build a special rela- 
tionship- The two sides agreed Thursday at 
the end of a two-day meeting, which revived 
so-called Euro- Arab dialogue, to explore 
ways of improving cooperation in all fields. 

A two-day meeting of representatives erf 
both the European Common Market and the 
Arab League agreed to hold a meeting at the 
higher level of foreign ministers next summer 
to decide on concrete steps in their future 
closer relations. 

Both sides agreed the next meeting would 
have to be very carefully prepared. A work- 
ing group was put to task with instructions to 
decide the place, agenda, organization and 
date of the ministerial meeting. 


The Euro- Arab dialogue, started after the 
first oil crisis in 1973. was interrupted last 
year when Egypt signed the Camp David 
peace with Israel. Both sides in their joint 
communique Thursday applauded the 
resumption of their dialogue and confirmed 
their willingness to cooperate in all fields: 
political, economic, technical, financial, 
social and cultural. 

Paul Helminger, secretary of state for fore- 
ign affairs of Luxembourg, who headed the 
Common Market delegation, stressed the 
Eu ro- Arab dialogue was no substitute for the 
Camp David agreement, but an action of its 
own aiming at improving consultation and 
conference. 

The Arab delegation, headed by Ahmad 
Sedki AI Dajani, a member of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization Executive Commit- 


tee, insisted again on the need for the Com- 
mon Market to recognize the PLO as sole 
representative for the Palestinian people. 
This would be “an essential step in the efforts 
toward a just and lasting peace in the Middle 
East.” the Arab delegation said in the com- 
munique. 

Dajani pointed our that the PLO was a full 
member of the Arab League and played an 
active role in Euro- Arab dialogue. He said 
the Palestinian problem was the central issue 
to this dialogue, and should be the focal point 
of the conference. 

The PLO official described the Camp 
David agreements as a dismal failure. He said 
that they had only aggravated the situation in 
the Middle East, citing recent Israeli attacks 
on South Lebanon and “aggression on the 
Palestinian people’* of the occupied West 
Bank.”

Israel rejects 
U \N .plan for 
withdrawal 

UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 14 (AP) — 
Secretary- General Kurt Waldheim, in a 
report published Thursday, disclosed that the 
United Nations had contingency plans for 
deploying peacekeeping forces in the 
Israeli-occupied Arab territories if they were 
needed to facilitate Israel's withdrawal. 

But the report* also made dear that. Israel 
continued to reject a four-year-old U.N. plan 
under which it would give the occupied Gaza 
Strip and West Bank to the United Nations 
and the United Nations would transfer them ' 
to the Palestine Liberation Organization to be 
turned into a Palestinian state. 

The report included a letter to Waldheim 
from IsraeTs Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
claiming U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242 of 1 967 was the only agreed basis for a . 
negotiated Arab- Israeli settlement and term- * 
ing current Egypt-Israel-U.S. post-Camp 
David talks the only approach “within the 
realm of the possible.” 

The 1967 resolution calls vaguely for 
Israeli withdrawal from “territories 
occupied" in the Arab-Israeli war of tint 
year. 

In citing it, Blum was by implication reject- 
ing the plan for U .N . help in creating a Pales- 
tinian state, put forward by the U.N. Palesti- 
nian Rights Committee, approved by the 
General Assembly but vetoed by the United* 
Slates in the Security Council. 

Waldheim filed his report under a resolu- 
tion the assembly adopted July 29 that called 
for Israel to Stan withdrawing by Nov. 15 
from all occupied territories and for 
implementation of the Palestinian statehood 
plan. 

■ The emergency session was called at the 
urging of the PLO and its supporters after the 
United States vetoed a somewhat similar 
resolution in the Security Council on April 
30. 


PESHAWAR. Nov. 14 (R) — A conven- 
tion of Pakistani lawyers has accused Presi- 
dent Zia ul-Haq of using the Islamic religion 
to perpetuate his “illegal rule and charged 
him with breaking promises to hold elec- 
tions.” 

They voiced their criticism Thursday at the 
third national convention which lawyers have ‘ 
held this year to demand the restoration of 
democracy and an end io military rule. 

Gen. Zia said last month that general elec- 
tions would be suicide for Pakistan and 
hinted that he intended to hold a referendum 
on establishing an Islamic form of govern- 
ment. He would remain in power until this- 
came about. 

The lawyers said there was no question erf 
challenging Pakistan's status as an Islamic 
state. They passed resolutions dedaring that 
“the sole issue requiring the verdict of the 
people of Pak&tan is the conti nuation of Gen. 
Zia's illegal regime.” 

Malik Muhammad Qasim, chairman of the 
Pakistan Lawyers' Action Committee, told * 
the convention that if there were to be a 
referendum it must be on whether to con- 
tinue martial law rule or to hold elections. He 
said that the lawyers and the country’s ban- 
ned political parties would make sure that a 
referendum on any other topic was boycot- 


Cbmmenting on Zia's measures regarding 
Zakat (wealth) tax, Qasim said: "The people 
do not want Zakat and his version of Islam. 
They want social justice in all walks of life.” 
The lawyers have been staging conventions 
since Zia changed the constitution this year to 
prevent any legal challenge to his govern- 
ment. Eighty lawyeas were arrested at the 
first and the second last August was broken 
up by tear gas and baton charges. 

The lawyers have failed so far to expand 
their agitation to include Pakistan's banned 
and divided political parties. They are 
demanding an end to press censorship and 
martial law, general elections within 90 days 
of the creation of an interim government, the 
abolition of military courts and political restr- 
ictions, and the release of political prisoners. 

They intend to hold conventions every two 
months and hope to attract representatives of 
trade unions and peasants as well as political 
leaders to the next in January. 

Six hundred lawyers took an oath at 
Peshawar Thursday to struggle for the com- 
plete restoration of the country’s constitu- 
tion. They agreed to ‘stop paying television 
and radio licenses fees as a pr» iest against 
censorship of the press and said they would 
hold a one-day boycott of courts on Dev. 1 0. 


Turkey cracks down on extremists 


ANKARA. Nov. 14 (Agencies) — Tur- 
key’s military authorities have announced a 
new crackdown on extremist parties of right 
and left, issuing arrest warrants for 130 offi- 
cials of small movements operating openly 
before the Sept. 12 coup. 

An" Ankar a military court prosecutor told 
reporters 91 officials of organizations related 
to the far right National Movement Party 
whose leader Aslan Turkes. is under arrest, 
had already been rounded up. 

Warrants were, issued for 89 others who 
worked in affiliated organizations, including 


youth and militant wings held responsible for 
violence. 

The prosecutor said those arrested were 
being sought in connection with violent inci- 
dents in which 13 people had died before the 
generals seized power. 

Meanwhile, security forces " seized 8.5 
kilograms of “pure” heroin in a illage of Mar- 
din, in southeastern Turkey, the Turkish state 
radio reported Thursday. The haul was said 
to be worth at least one billion Turkish liras 
$11 million). 


Pakistan, Nepal urge Soviet pullout from Kabul 


ISLAMABAD, Nov. 14 (R) — King 
Birendra of Nepal and Pakistani President 
Zia ul-Haq have called for the immediate 
withdrawal of Soviet forces from Afghanis- 
tan.

TIME FOR ARAB MOVE 

Begin came to the United States to the expected wel- 
come' Home, indeed, from home. Yet there was a dis- 
sonant note from President-elect Reagan wfcofjmvited to 
meet with the Israeli premier, said that that would be 
premature, since he is yet to assume his new respon- 
sibilities. But the White House, with Carter’s tears 
scarcely dry after the debacle, was ready to welcome the 
turbulent guest. 

That must have been a sad and disappointing consola- 
tion prize for Begin. Carter now is a thoroughly spent 
force; and endorsements from him will do nothing to 
support Begin’ s eroding position at home. What he 
really would have liked was a firm declaration from the 
Republicans that they will abide by their extravagant 
electoral promises to Israel. As it was, the Republicans, 
although it is still undear what they will ultimately 
dedde to do, seem not very keen to oblige. Their victory 
was so massive that they can afford to keep others wait- 
ing. They also know that it was not the famous “Jewish 
vote” which secured it for them. 

This modest setback must have come as a shock for 
Begin, used as he is to having his own way in the United 
States. He is certain to rally his supporters there in an 
attempt to win some assurances from the Republicans 
over their earlier promises. And, by this same token, this 
is surely the time for those Arab leaders who are in a 
position to do so, to make contact with the members of 
the new ruling team. Facts and figures of the economic, 
political and military implications of the problem of the 
Middle East have to be made available to them. What- 
ever the Republicans have said in their election cam- 
paign, this is surely the time for the Arab side to push its 
views forward, rather than resign itself to having an 
enemy in the White House.

LONDON — 

The unequivocal verdict of the U.S. presidential 
election is a personal triumph for Ronald Reagan 
and an equally emphatic rejection of President 
Jimmy Carter. Reagan' s victory, and the significant 
gains by Republican candidates in contests for seats 
in the Senate and House of Representatives, mark a 
distinct shift to the right in the balance of power in 
American politics. 

Reagan has won at least 43 states, giving him 469 
votes in the Electoral College, in which each state 
caste votes in proportion to its population; 270 
votes provide a winning majority. 

Carter has won in only five states and the District 
of Columbia, with 49 electoral votes in all. In 1976, 
Carter won 23 states and the District, with a total of 
297 electoral votes. The margin in the popular vote 
was less decisive, but in this figure too, Reagan 
gained a dear edge of about 10 per cent 

In wbatpublic opinion polls had suggested would 
be a very dose contest, it had been widely expected 
that Carter would win most of the states in his native 
South, and Reagan the West, with the mar ginal , 
vote^ricfa states of the North-East and Mid- West 
providing the major battleground. In the event. 
Carter held only Iris home state of Georgia in the 
South, and won none of the vital mar ginals . 

As well as a demonstration of support for 


Reagan’s generally vague promises to "Get the 
government off the backs of the people" and to 
“Make America respected around the world 
again”, the result is a dear vote of no confidence in 
Carter's administration. Evidently, some tradi- 
tional Democratic voters have deserted to Reagan, 
especially in the South, where his promises of tax 
cuts, and his opposition to abortion and the Equal 
Rights Amendment struck a responsive . chord 
among blue- collar whites. 

More significant, the low overall voter turnout, 
estimated at 52 per cent, indicates that many 
Democratic voters stayed at home. The ethnic 
minorities, who traditionally form a major part of 
the Democratic vote, may have tipped the balance 
to Reagan, notably in New York. Pennsylvania and 
Texas, by not voting. Many blacks have expressed 
disillusionment with Carter after his failure to 
deliver on his election promises of four yean ago. 

It appears that the two major issues of the last 
week of die. campaign, die televised debate between 
Carter and Reagan and the prospect of a break- 
through in the Iranian hostage deadlock, turned out 
to Reagan's advantage. Although he spent much of 
the debate on the defensive. Reagan succeeded in 
dispell^pg his imag p as a warmonger with insuffi- 
cient grasp of tempi ex issues. This nay have had a 
significant effect on the large number of undecided 
voters. 

The hostage issue put Carter in a “no win” predi- 


ram ent He had to avoid the appearance of socking 
political advantage by agreeing to tough Iranian 
terms for release of the captives: at the same time, 
the renewed focus on the hostages served as a pain- 
ful reminder of the problems of his presidency in the 
last year. 

In addition. Carter’s personal attacks on Reagan 
rebounded on Carter by tarnishing his greatest 
asset, his image as a man of decency and dignity. 

Reagan struck a convincingly presidential pose. 
dkriatning to participate in personal attacks. He 
concentrated on delivering his simplistic but per- 
suasive message of less government and a stronger 
America. 

Two other aspects of Reagan’s campaign merit 
comment. Having secured the support of the 
Republican Right in the primary campaign, be 
increasingly wooed more moderate voters in his 
autumn campaig n , often through his running- mate, 
George Bush. The debate which Bush termed “a 
major turning point”, was the culmination of this 
strategy. 

Reagan also succeeded in overcoming doubts 
that, at 69. he was too old to undertake the presi- 
dency. Carefully pacing himssclf through a gruel- 
ling campaign, hexene rally appeared alert and vig- 
orous. r *" * 

Reagan's task of gaining legislative support for 
his program will be easier by the swing of power in 
the Senate to the Republicans. — (OFNS) 


The army that frightens Russia (III)

LONDON — 

The likeliest scenario for a future war between 
rhina and the Soviet Union presupposes a 
Moscow-directed ground attack. For strategic, 
political, and topographical reasons, Russia’ s inva- 
sion would come via Manchuria to the north China 
plain and thence to Peking: 

China's immediate reaction, in accordance with 
Maoist military doctrine, would be to conduct a 
“protracted wax*' against the invader. Such a war, 
Mao explained in 1938 at a low point in the anti- 
Japanese struggle, “is ruthless in nature. The enemy 
will not be able to gobble up die whole of China but 
will be able to occupy many places for a consider- 
able time .. Ultimately the enemy will lose and we 
win win, but we will have a bard stretch of road to 
travel.’’ 

The Chinese People's liberation Army stfll 
moves, for the most part, on foot. Its key reaction to 
a three-pronged Soviet thrust across the Man- 
churian frontier would be the occupation of an 
already prepared defensive line. Situated in the 


mountainssome 500 miles to the south of the Soviet 
incursion, this guards the north China plain and 
Peking, 70 to 100 miles away. 

Ccmcurrently, the sizable PLA mobile units 
already in Manchuria would be carrying out a 
strategic withdrawal through successive intermedi- 
. ate positions assisted by paramilitary forces emp- 

jyed in guerrilla war. The Soviet advance would be 
slowed. 

Other Chinese forces would defend to the death 
major towns along the main axis of enemy advance, 
obliging the Russians to winkle them out. This, too. 
would gain time. 

Temtory, in the Maoist schema, holds little sig- 
nificance in itself, and the PLA would abandon a 
good deal of it until the enemy reached the chosen 
battleground. 

Once the Soviets confronted the final 
mountain redoubts, from which there would be no 
retreat, Peking would issue a command to widen 
and^ intensify pre-planned guerrilla operations 
against the enemy rear area. Chinese mainforce 
units in overwhelming force would then counter- 
attack to a n n ih ilate obvious Russian weakpoints, 
again in a acco rda nce with Mao's conviction that 
the enemy must be destroyed, not merely driven 
oft 

_ Now, in an increasingly untenable situation, tac- 
tically and logistically over-extended, the Russians 
would discover that their co mmuni cation ^ were 
being severed and their supplies — especially fuel 
and ammunition — were dwindling. 


Perhaps one million Russian combat troops 
would be tied down by a Chinese force half as large 
again. These could be readily reinforced by another 
million soldiers drawn from around the country 
without significantly weakening either the Xinjiang 
or Vietnamese fronts. On somewhat longer call 
would be the Production and Construction Corps 
and the armed militia, amounting to another five 
million. 

At this point the Chinese Military Council would 
be bound to consider the possiblity of a Soviet nuc- 
lear strike. China, however, could reply in kind. Its 
armory includes 40 to 50 medium-range ballistic 
missies, 50 to 70 intermediate-range ballistic mis- 
siles, and at least two intercontinental missiles, with 
some of the medium-range missiles sufficiently 
mobile to survive a preemptive Soviet strike. 

C h in a also possesses at least 90 Badger bombers, 
with range to reach Russian centers such as Vla- 
divostok and Novosibirsk with unclear payloads. So 
a conundrum faces moscow: a conventional attack 
on Chin a is likely to evolve into a protracted war. 
Such a conflict would demand even more troops, 
thereby weakening Soviet forces confronting the 
United States and NATO. 

Additionally, calls for troops to stiffen the Man* 
dmrian advance could cause serious troubles in 
Warsaw Pact capitals, which might seize die chance 
to liberate themselves. What China knows that 
Russia knows is that a Sino- Russian war could 
shake Soviet power to the very gates of Warsaw.

Human trials 
on leprosy 

vaccine

GENEVA - 

Human trials arc to start soon on the world's first 
anti-leprosy vaccine. By next year, the vaccine may 
be deployed on a wide scale, perhaps in the slums of 
Brazil. A medical expen committee of the World 
Health Organization here has d cared the vaccine 
for triad on volunteers. The new weapons against 
leprosy is the result of many years of research at 
several scientific institutions, and a brilliant 
breakthrough in Britain. 

Its development comes none too soon, for lep- 
rosy is spreading rapidly as a result of increased 
resistance to existing drugs. Scientists say it may 
take a decade to establish (he vaccine’s efficiency, 
but the eradication of the disease — the number of 
whose victims is estimated at 15 million around the 
world — is at last in sight. 

The research breakthrough follows many years of 
efforts frustrated by the inability of scientists to 
establish laboratory cultures of the disease organ- 
ism. or to encourage it in animals used for vaccine 
production. 

The first realistic hope for a leprosy vaccine was 
raised over five years ago when scientists disco- 
vered that die organism flourishes in the body of the 
rare nine-banded armadillo. It has taken years to 
obtain sufficient quantities of leprosy bacah from 
infected tissues and to purify the material for 
human experiments. 

The vaccine was developed at the National Insti- 
tute of Medical Research in London from armadil- 
los at die Microbiological Research Establishment 
in Porton Down, once notorious as Britain's gem 
warfare research center. 

Despite the emergence of drug-resistant strains 
of leprosy, multi-drug treatment is still effective; 
but it is simply too expensive for the fragile 
economies of many poor countries. A WHO 
spokesman warns that, even if the new vaccine 
proves safe and effective, the task of curing and 
controlling die disease will remain formidable to 
many years. 

The way in which the disease is transmitted is still 
not fully understood and the unusually long incuba- 
tion period of up to 10 years makes attempts at 
eradication complicated. Treatment is lengthy and 
die disease, which causes a high degree of nerve 
damage, ^ is doaked by fear and superstition, 
encouraging leper cases to conceal their condition 
as long as possible. 

The disease is most oommon in areas where large 
populations five in conditions or malnutrition and 
squalor — the fate of something like four-fifths erf 
mankind. 

Tq be completely effective, application of the 
vaccine will have to be backed by radical economic 
measures to improve the materia! quality of life of 
most people. (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


.The weekend newspapers devoted their headline 

stories to the opening of the National Guard build- 
. ing complex by King Khaled Wednesday. In a lead 
story, Okaz highlighted Syria’s rejection of an 
American offer to strike a deal for Golan with 
North Lebanon. 

Newspapers used on front pages the story of. 
Crown Prince FahcTs statement that “we are 
optimistic on the success of the upcoming Arab 
su mmi t 1 conference in Amm a n and the Islamic 
summi t conference in Mecca. In a page-one story, 
Al Yom said Iranis not optimistic over Washington’s 
cold reply in regard to the hostages’ crisis. Al 
Jadrah played up U-N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim's envoy visiting Baghdad and Tehran to 
prepare for negotiations between the two countries. 
Al Jadrah also reported Syria’s sudden shift in its 
stance on the Arab summit conference by asking for 
a postponement because of differences in the Arab 
world. Okaz played as a front-page story the crown 
prince's renewed supporffor Kuwait in connection 
with the dropping of two Iranian rockets on the 
Kuwaiti temtory. 

Newspaper editorials reaffirmed the need tor 
/^supporting Kuwait and eliminating every attempt to 
Fdrag it into the war between Iraq and Iran. Some 
^^eSiitorials urged Israel and South Africa be ostra- 
cized from the United Nations, while others com- 
, / men ted on the new building complex of the national 
Guard. In an editorial, Al BHad noted that the 
King's personal presence at the opening of the 


complex illustrated the royalty's concern for milit- 
ary and civilian projects in the country. It added 
that the leadership's interest in the Kingdom's pro- 
jects stems from its belief in the importance of 
development and progress. 

Okaz 'described the monarch’s dedication of the 
National Guard project as a “basic step to bolster 
the military capabilities” for the defense and pro- 
tection of the country’s varied achievements. It 
reiterated that the boosting of military prowess is a 
basic aim that takes its roots from the Islamic faith 
which urges to rise and confront the enemies of 
God. The paper added that world Communism and 
Zionism are persistently trying to destroy the 
Islamic nation, which forces Muslims to enrich their 
latent strength and channel it toward serving the 
principles and objectives of Islam. The paper held 
the conviction that the Kingdom' s achievements at 
different levels is the direct result of a practical 
application of the divine law in every sphere. 

On the same subject, Al Medina said the 
monarch's opening of the project demonstrates the 
state's concern for development projects. The 
paper added that the state's liberal expenditure on 
the National Guard projects reflects its interest in 
development and its determination to spend as well 
on other military and civilian projects. 

At Nadwa described the building complex as 
“ideal" in terms of both beauty and military discip- 
line. The paper said the National Guard, like all 
other sectors in the Kingdom, is based on the firm 


principles of the faith and strives hard to build a 
powerful country and to realize progress and pros- 
perity for it. The paper further highlighted the 
crown prince' s comment that the building is aimed 
at defending the country and providing peace and 
security for the citizens. 

Al Riyadh gave prominence to the crown prince’s 
stress on the unity of Arab and Muslim ranks and 
their solidarity against all the conspiracies being 
hatched against the nation. The paper endorsed the 
crown prince's views and reitereated that a strong 
internal front in soda!, mzlrtaiy and economic 
aspects is a part of making the country self- 
sufficient. 

Al Yom also concentrated on the crown prince’s 
statement in which he praised military discipline, 
their valor and the spirit of sacrifice. 

The paper added that the state's full support for 
the armed forces comes from its belief that the 
armed forces provide a strong defense for the 
nation and help in the country's progress. Every 
citizen looks toward the armed forces as a powerful 
element in the realization of honor and dignity for 
Muslims and their faith, it added. 

Al Jadrah observed in an editorial that the lead- 
ers and peoples of the Gulf region are aware that 
attempts to drag the region into a war are going on. 
Referring to the dropping of Iranian rockets on the 
Kuwaiti territory, the paper noted it was an open 
attempt to drag Kuwait into the arena of the ongo- 
ing war between Iraq and Iran.

Voters like Foot, poll shows 


LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP) — Michael Foot, 
the new left-wing leader of Britain's opposi- 
tion Labor Party, is more popular with voters 
than right-wing Conservative Party Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, an opinion poll 
published Thursday showed. 

Despite his committed leftist views in con- 
trast to the middle-of-the-road socialists who 
have led Labor since World War II, Foot, 67, 
is rated nearly twice as likely a votecatcher as 
Mis. Thatcher, 55. 

The poll was conducted by Mori for Lon- 
don's New Standard evening newspaper. It 
was taken within 24 hours of Foot taking over 
die party leadership on Monday from former 
Prime Minister James Callaghan and was 
heartening news for the strife-torn Labor 
movement. 

Foot’s views indude a commitment to 
unilateral nuclear disa rmamen t, greater 
nationalization of industry and qualify 
opposition to membership of the European 
■ Common Market — stands regarded by many 
observers as likely to cost Labor the next 
election, despite signs of growing unpopular- 
ity for Mrs. Thatcher's government 

Asked who would make the best prime 
minister, 44 per cent of those questioned in 
the Mori poll chose Foot, compared with 37 
per cent for Mrs. Thatcher. 

Fifty- eight per cent saw Foot as most likely 
to win votes at the next election — which 
must be held by early 1984 when he will be 70 
— while only 31 per cent thought Mrs. 
Thatcher had greater popular appeal. 

Meanwhile, former Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Denis Healey, 63, a Labor mod- 
erate defeated by Foot in the leadership con- 
test, was elected Labor’s deputy leader 
Thursday. He was unopposed. Healey’ s elec- 
tion was virtually a foregone condusion 
under Labor’s tradition of having a leader 
and deputy leader from opposite spectrums 
of the party’s philosophy. 


Mrs. Thatcher, who soundly defeated 
Labor in May 1979 on a 7 per cent swing 
away from the socialists, would lose an elec- 
tion held now, according to opinion polls in 
the past six months. The latest showed the 
conservatives trailing labor by 9 per cent, 
little changed from last month. 

In personal popularity, the Tory leader has 
always trailed Labor leaders. Even when 
Mrs. Thatcher led her party to victory and 
became Europe’s first woman prime minis- 
ter, surveys showed her nearly 7 per cent less 
popular than Callaghan. 

What Britons most dislike about the 
grocer’s daughter who speaks with an 
upper-dass accent, is that she is “out of touch 
with ordinary people’ ’ , according to the Mori 
poll. Both Mrs. Thatcher and Foot rated low 
for honesty in the view of tile 900-strong 
sample questioned. But 44 per cent saw Mrs. 
Thatcher as tending to "talk down” to pecJ- 
pie, while only 8 per cent accused the 
middle-class Foot of being patronizing. 

Mrs. Thatcher was also seen as more 
narrow-minded than Foot - (23 to 12 per cent). 
Foot was regarded — narrowly — as having 
more extreme views. In her favor, 67 per cent 
considered Mrs. Thatcher better on the 
international stage.

Toll in Zimbabwe gunfights stands at 51 


SALISBURY, Nov. 14 <AFP) — The 
death toll in gunbatdes and rioting in Zim- 
babwe’ s second city of Bulwayo at the start of 
the week has so far reached 51 but officials 
there expect to find more bodies in stretches 
of bush around the city. 

The Western township of Entumbane, the 
flashpoint in fighting between former guerril- 
las from factions within the ruling coalition, 
has been quiet since cease-fire was 
negotiated on Monday night. 

Police, who together with national armies 


units have started confiscating weapons in the 
guerrillas camps there, desdbed the mood of 
the former guerrillas as tense. Elsewhere, 
streams of people have been passing through 
the hospital mortuary in search of relatives 
and friends who are missing and who might 
have died in the dashes. 

Fighting errupted on Sunday night bet- 
ween ex-guerrillas loyal to Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe and those who support the 
Home Affairs Minister and Patriotic Front 
(PF) leader Joshua Nkomo. 


The two sides dashed with small aims, roc- 
kets, mortars and hand grenades after riot- 
mg at a rally in the city staged by Mugabe’s 
ZANU-PF (Zimbabwe African National 
Union-Patriotic Front) Party during which a 
government minister sharply criticized 
Nkomo and the PF. A police spokesman said 
that most of those killed or wounded were 
civilians. Eleven of Mugabe’s ZANLA 
(Zimbabwe Afri can National Liberation 
Army) guerrilla had been killed together with 
four of Nkomo’s supporters, he said.

The big surprise at Thursday’s science 
briefing was the finding that methane or 
natura l ga s, long considered the primary 
' component of Titan’s atmosphere, "can only 


be a minor constituent — less than 1 per 
cent,"' said Rudolph Hanel of the infrared 

radiometry team. 

He and other scientists said a series of 
measurements taken in invisible infrared and 
ultraviolet wavelengths strongly suggest 
Titan’s big reddish clouds form the only 
Atmosphere besides earth’s that is mostly nit- 
rogen. It also is the only moon in the solar 
system known to have any atmosphere at all. 

V on Es chi email, of the radio science exper- 
iment, said the evidence points to an atmos- 
pheric pressure on Titan’s as yet unseen sur- 
face that is 2% times as great as on earth. 

He also said temperatures may be as cold 
as 300 degrees Fahrenheit below zero { minus 
149 degrees Centigrade). “ If thafs what that 
fuzzball turns out to be, then people get the 
picture of a murky swamp. This is a rather 
bizarre murky swamp, if thafs what it is. The 
murk is liquid nitrogen and the swamp is 
liquid nitrogen," Eschleman said. 


But chronic shortages 
send illegal salesmen 
a stream of customers 

MOSCOW, Nov. 14 (AFP) — In Mos- 
cow’s Red Square and London's Highgate 
Cemetery, N. Lenin and Karl Marx might 
turn in their respective tombs if they but 
knew of the violence being done to Marxist- 
Leninist dogma today by speculators in the 
Soviet Union. 

The non-profit principle, one of the holiest 
canons in Soviet socialist creed, is being 
flouted left and right by private, enterprising 
citizens of every condition in search of a fast 
ruble. For with foodstuffs and consumer pro- 
ducts a perennially uncertain quantity on 
Soviet markets, there is a killing to be made 
for the middleman who can deliver the goods 
in the right place at the right time. 

Just the other day the newspaper Soviet 
Russia inveighed against two such miscreants 
— a garage mechanic who smuggled half a 
ton of potatoes to Moscow from distant 
Azerbaijan in the public carriage of a railway 
train, and a youthful tomato- trafficker from 
the country who conveyed 400 kilos of fresh 
produce to Moscow markets, hitch hiking all 
the way. 

Another youth the newspaper denounced 
pulled off a dramatic market coup by getting 
his hands on two tons of tangerines with the 
connivance of accomplices in states depots 
and loading them on the black market for 
equivalent of $6,200 — some 25 times more 
than the Soviet man-in- the street earns in a 
month. 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev himself 
put his finger on the problem in a speech to 
the Communist Party Central Committee on 
Oct. 21 when he admitted, “Supplies to 
Soviet cities are still difficult, particularly of 
meat and milk." 

Better-off Russians are therefore routinely 
turning to illicit sources of supply, ignoring 
the fact that they are technically guilty of 
“economic sabotage” and risking arrest by 
the economic police. According to Soviet 
Russia, the black market in foodstuffs — 
which has had the incidental effect of forcing 
up prices on the legitimate market — is 
operating in the open and with near- 
impunity. 

In one Moscow street market, the paper 
said, three dealers in every four were found to 
be unauthorized middlemen and bare- faced 
se culators. Only salesmen from collective 
farms are allowed to sell produce in Moscow.

What he did not point to was the 
abundance of non-essential goods, consumer 
superfluities like rose scent, cosmetics, fash- 
ion periodicals, cigarette lighters, jeans, and 
records — always available at prohibitive 
prices on the black market. 


108 million said afflicted by malaria 


MANILA, Nov. 14 (R) — Malaria afflicts 
about 108 million people a year and the fig- 
ure is going up as carriers of the disease show 
increasing resistance to known drug, an 
expert from the World Health Organization 
(WHO) said. 

Dr. Adeto Kudo Lucas, the WHO parasitic 
disease program director, told reporters that 
up to 600 million people are exposed to 
malaria and it is increasingly difficult to pro- 


tect them. "Even the most effective anti- 
malarial drugs are now beginning to be 
resisted by some parasites which cany this 
disease," he said. 

More than 1 .000 tropical disease experts 
from about 120 countries are meeting in 
Manila, as they do every five years, to seek 
new ways to combat tropical diseases which 
affect more than one billion people, mostly in 
developing countries.

Poland after loan 
to cope with crisis 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (R) — Poland 
has asked the United States for about $3 bil- 
lion in low-interest loans to help cope with 
economic difficulties resulting from last 
summer's labor unrest, U.S. officials said 
Thursday. The request was made in the past 
month but, because of President Carters 
election defeat last week, action was unlikely 
be more Republican Reagan takes office Jan. 
20. the officials said. 

They added that Poland had also asked for 
large amounts of aid for America’s allies in 
Western Europe and Japan. The amount 
requested from the United States exceeded 
the U.S. aid programs in existence — for 
Israel and Egypt. 

Besides its awkward timing and staggering 
size, the Polish request for concession-rate 
loans also came in a form the Carter 
administration had not anticipated, officials 
said. 

They said Poland had been expected first 
to request rescheduling of its $21 bill ion fore- 
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ign debt, and the administration had been 
prepared to give its support. 

In September the administration annouced 
some S670 million in loan guarantees for 
Poland to buy U.S. agricultural products, and 
there were hints at the time that more funds 
might be available. Poland already draws 
about one-third of avilable U-S. agricultural 
credits, officials said. 

Iranian oil 
exported from 
Kharg Island 

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AFP) — Iran has 
resold oil exports from its main oil terminal of 
Kharg Island which is near to the war zone 
and was damaged at the outbreak of fighting 
with Iraq, oil sources here said Friday. An 
East Germany tanker recently took on 
80,000 tons but loading was interrupted by 
an Iraqi air raid. The tanker slipped its 
m coming lines for a short time, returning 
later to finish loading, the sources said. 

Several other tankers have also loaded at 
Kharg Island recently, but it is not known 
how much oil they taken off, the sources said. 

The sources added that it appeared that the 
Iranians and their customers continued to 
encounter difficulties in finidng ship owners 
prepared to risk their vessels so near to Iraq. 
Insurers are also demanding high premiums. 

Last week it was 1 earned that Iran had 
resumed exports from its terminals at La van 
Island and Sirri. particularly toward North 
and South Kuicu and Ruiuauia. 

Some sources have said that Iraq was 
believed to be preparing to resume its exports 
through pipelines from its northern oilfields 
to the Mediterranean. The sources said 
pumping might already have resumed, but 
little hard information on this was available.

FAQ warning 

Food shortage lies ahead; millions face starvation 


LONDON, Nov. 14 (R) — The world is 
heading for a serious food shortage next year 
with millions facing starvation in poor coun- 
tries and upward pressure on prices in richer 
nations, according to reports from food and 
agriculture experts. Parts of the world's 
grain-growing flatlands have been hit by 
either drought or rain. Wheat and grain pro- 
duction has suffered in Australia, Argentina 
and the Soviet Union, although wheat crops 
in North America and West Europe have 
been better. 

Meanwhile there are more mouths to feed 
than ever because 6f population growth espe- 
cially in the Third World despite efforts by 
development bodies such as the World Bank 
to encourage birth control. 

Grain exporting nations meeting in 
Adelaide, Australia, this week said that in 
1981 demand for wheat and for the coarse 
grain used mainly for animal feed will 
exceed production: The latest in a series of 
warnings have come in the past few days from 
the United Nations food and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO) and the U.S. agriculture 
department. 

Edouard Saouna. FAO director general, 
said world food stocks will fall in the next few 
months, leaving poor countries with no pro- 
tection if global grain production drops next 
year. The U.S. agriculture department said 
the global grain production oqtlook had 
worsened in the month and grain stocks were 
expected to fall to dangerously low levels 
next year. 

'Another U.S. agriculture department 
report Thursday said world grain stocks were 
likely to be cut by more than one fifth in 
1980-81. Some skeptics have expressed 
doubts about the gloomy statistics, it said: 
“On a worldwide basis, you can’t measure 
grain until it is locked up in store houses and 
even-then it’ s not easy.” But most experts say 
the situation is grim. 

The Soviet Union has been particularly 
affected by bad harvests. Its supply sources 
have also been narrowed by President Car- 
ter’s embargo on U.S. grain to Russia- 

The Soviet Union is searching the world 
markets for grain, seeking supplies for animal 
feed so that its people will not have to suffer 
even greater meat shortages than they have 
experienced recently. 

China, with its one billion population, has 
signed an agreement to buy at least 24 million 
tons of grain from the United States over the 
next four years. 

Some commodity experts say the Soviet 
and Chinese factors must result in an inevit- 
able squeezing of world food supplies which 
will also push up prices. , • • 


The London- based international wheat 
council last month reduced its es tima te of 
world wheat production during the 12 
months beginning last April to 444 million 
tons from the 450 million calculated the pre- 
vious month. 

Commodity experts outside the council 
thought even that estimate was over- 
optimistic because of new reports from the 
Soviet Union that their crop situation was . 
worse than expected. 

London commodity experts said grain 
prices have been gradually strengthening and 
could rise sharply next year after the produc- 
tion of stocks left over from last year. One 
expert warned that panic buying might result.

He said developing countries were also 
threatened by the rising price of grain. Wheat 
prices, for example, had risen 25 per cent this 
year and since many countries budgeted food 
aid in money terms their aid would buy less 
food than before, he added. 

This illustrates the complexities surround- 
ing the problem of food shortages. There is a 
lobby which says, for instance, that aid in the 
form of food is not the best way of giving 
emergency relief. 

By the time food stocks can be moved to 
needy areas people have often already died of 
starvation. 


BEUC may resort to court 

Commission calls for integrated market 


BRUSSELS. Nov. 14 (R) — The EEC 
commission Thursday urged the creation of 
an integrated European securities market, 
which it said would be in the interests of both 
investors and companies. An integrater mar- 
ket would have greater depth and liquidity 
than national markets, and would give inves- 
tors fairer and more representative prices for 
their orders, the EEC Commissioner for 
Financial Institutions, Christopher Tugen- 
dhat, said. 

But exactly how such a market should 
operate would be best decided by market 
organizations themselves, he told a sym- 
posium organized by the commission to dis- 
cuss plans for a European Stock Exchange. 

Curbs on capital movements would have to 
be abolished arid fiscal systems for companies 
and dividend tax harmonized before a truly 
European securities market could exist. 

But, as the volume of trading in securities 
with double earnings in different markets 
grows, it is in investors’ interests for buy and 
sell orders to be matched on a community- 
wide basis, instead of in largely isolated fash- 
ion as at present, Tugendhat said. 

“The creation of an integrated European 
securities market would make it posable to 
expand National Stock Exchange markets 
and give them a truly international dimen- 
sion,” Tugendhat said. 

Unless an organized European Market is 
set up under the control of national and 
community authorities, the alternative could 
be the development of parallel markets with- 
out proper controls, damag in g the interests of 
-both -investors and companies, be said.

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But he said there was a need to proceed 
gradually from existing institutions rather 
than create a new supranational organiza- 
tion. 

In the meantime in Brussels, the European 
Union of consumers (BEUC) Wednesday 
threatened to take the EEC commission to 
the European court if it foiled to act to intro- 
duce fair competition for European air 
routes. 

BEUC Director Tony Venables told a 
press conference that national airlines of the 
nine European Common Market member 


states had set European fares at an artificially 
high rate through a series of bilateral and 
multilateral agreements. 

“This dearly contravenes EEC regulations 
and we may have to take the commission to 
the European court if it does not act soon to 
stop practice," Venables said. 

He said BEUC bad addressed a letter last 
week to the commission urging it to prepare a 
directive for the EEC Council of Ministers 
that would declare current practices illegal. 

The community’s founding treaty stipu- 
lates that free competition would operate in 
the EEC und forbids the setting up of cartels.

L Two notrump. A two 
notrump response to partner’s 
opening bid of one in a suit 
ordinarily indicates a 
balanced hand containing 13 to 
15 points with stoppers in the 
three side suits. The bid is 
forcing and the auction mist 
continue until game is 
readied. 

But when there is a part 
score of 60, two notrump tas a 
somewhat different meaning. 
This is because a response of 
one notrump would constitute 
a game contract, and the two 
notrump bid, therefore, 
amounts to a slam try. 
Howevc, rhe opener need not 
bid again and, in fact, he is 
expected to pass with 
minimum values. The two 
notrump response is usually 
based on 15 or 16 high-card 
points. 

2. Three diamonds. The 
same principle applies to a 
jump raise that is (me level 
higher than necessary. Such a 
raise also carries with it a 
slam suggestion. However, 
the jump raise is again not 
farcing. It is important to note 


that a two dub response — 
which matures the part score 
— is clearly not forcing and 
the opener is free to pass. 

3. One notrump. Without the 
part score, you would respond 
two clubs as a normal 
exploratory move. But it 
would be inadvisable to bid 
this insubstantial suit under 
part-score conditions at a time 
when the opener is not 
obligated to bid again. There 
is too great a danger that he 
will pass with two or three 
baby trumps, and this could 
result in the loss of a game if 
the trumps were banked 
against you. 

A one notrump response is 
superior because it permits 
the contract to be made on 
high-card strength alone, even 
if you run into an unlucky 
distribution of the dubs. With 
11 high-card points facing an 
opening bid, you should not 
worry about" making one 
notrump — if partner accepts 
that contract by passing. 
Seven tricks should be a 
breeze. 

4. Two spades. A jump-shift 
response is 100 per cent 
forcing and compels the 
opens- to bid again regardless 
of the minimum nature of his 
hand. The jump-shift differs 
from the jump-raise, which is 
merely an invitational step 
towards a slam. There is no 
measurable ceiling on the 
strength implied by a jump- 
shift.

Poland asks U.S. for $3b 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP) — The 
Polish government, faced with paying off a 
huge foreign debt, falling production. labor 
unrest and chronic shortages, has asked the 
United States for $3 billion in emergency aid, 
U.S. officials have said. 

The officials, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, said nothing of that magnitude is being 
considered, primarily because of budgetary 
restraints. The Polish request was taken up at 
a top-level White House meeting three weeks 
ago but a decision was put off pending future 


discussions, according to the officials. 

Any short-term aid to Poland probably 
would be in the form of debt rescheduling, 
one official said, adding that the major deri- 
sions on the U.S. relationship with Poland 
probably would be left to the incoming 
administration of President-elect Ronald 
Reagan. 

The official said the administration is reluc- 
tant to seek a substantial aid package from a 
Congress which win adjourn its current ses- 
sion shortly. Beyond that, he said, such agen- 


Radio station calls hostage 


SEATTLE, Nov. 14 (AP) — The senior 
U.S. diplomatic officer held hostage in Iran, 
reached in Tehran by telephone, said he and 
the other captives have been “exceedingly 
gratified" by the support of the American 
people during the past year. 

But Bruce Laingen, in a phone conversa- 
tion with KAYO talk-show host Laura Hall 
on Tuesday night, declined to comment when 
asked about current negotiations for the 
release of die 53 Americans. 

“You see, Laura, I'm reluctant to speak in 
any way to the substance of the moment 
because of the sensitivity and delicacy of 
where we are," Laingen said. “I join yon and 
all Americans in hoping it will produce results 
now."

Laingen, 57, of Washington, D.C., was 
readied by phone at the foreign ministry in 
Tehran where he and two other Americans 
are being held. Forty- nine other American 
diplomatic personnel also are being held in 
Iran since militants seized the U.S. Embassy 
on Nov. 4, 1979. 

The radio station was able to reach 
Laingen about 9:30 pan. Tuesday (0530 
GMT Wednesday) after several weeks of 
effort by producer Shawn Inmom. 

Laingen also said he was aware of the elec- 
tion of Ronald Reagan. “To some degree, 
some information is available to us,” he said. 
“We know about the election. We wish the 
president (Reagan) well, we wish President 
Carter well.”

One reason for the administration's reluc- 
tance to go along with the full Polish request 
is its difficulty in meeting existing commit- 
ments to other countries, including Turkey, 
Israel and Egypt, the official said. So far as is 
known. Reagan has said nothing about U.S. 
aid to. Poland. 

“It will be interesting to see whether 
Reagan views Poland as a Warsaw Pact 
enemy or as a country friendly to the United 
States and therefore deserving of US. assis- 
tance,” one official said. 

The main argument in favor of conferring 
aid on Poland is that it would help stabilize 
the economy and might thereby minimize the 
possibility of Soviet military intervention. 
That possibility has haunted Garter administ- 
ration policymakers since last August when 
the country was gripped by widespread labor 
unrest.

Shot fired 


Armed men hold 24 Belgian teens captive 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 14 (AP) — Two men 
aimed with a rifle, band grenades and what 
looked like a bomb held 24 teen-agers from a 
Catholic school hostage Friday on a bus 
parked at the Belgian radio and television 
complex, and one of the men fired a shot, 
police said. 

They said apparently no one was hit by the 
bullet, fired through the open bus door as the 
vehicle was being moved from one spot on 
the parking lot to another. The gunshot rang 
out shortly before police said food would be 
brought aboard the bus. 

Police said the men demanded to meet with 
the general manager of the French-language 
station and be given a chance to speak on the 
radio with Belgium’s King Bauduin. A radio 
reporter quoted one of the men as saying 
“We are here because some people earn a 
mere 266 dollars per month whereas minis- 
ters earn 2,666 dollars.” 

The reporter said the men boarded the bos 
in Vidsalm, a small town in eastern Belgium 
where it was hired by a Catholic school to 


bring the children to Brussels fora tour of the 
Belgian state radio and TV buildings. He said 
was surrounded by police in plain dothes, 
and the entire district where the complex is 
located was cordoned off. 

Belga said the children, aged between 15 
and 16, were in the bade of the bus, that the 
police were waiting in the parking lot when 
the bus arrived, and that security forces 
apparently were ripped in advance that there 


was trouble aboard the bus. 
the men were known political extremists who 
had threatened to take hostages several 
months ago. 

The Belgian news agency, Belga, reported 
the men were armed with a rifle, hand gre- 
nades, and a box con taining tubes filled with a 
chemical that was not identified. The bus, 
painted bright orange, was parked in one of 
die lots behind the radio and TV complex.

Biko, 30, had been, arrested 
under the country’s wide-ranging anti- 
terrorism laws, which give police virtual carte 
blanche. 

Police denied beating Biko, saying he had 
accidentally hit his head against the wall 
while police were subduing him when he 
became violent during, questioning. But an 
additional controversy arose over why three 
doctors who examined Biko did not detect his 
ultimately fatal head injuries. 

An investigation by the south African med- 
ical and dental council, winch licenses doc- 
tors, was delayed until this year because of a 
Biko-famiiy lawsuit against the government 
and a separate action by two of the doctors to 
block the probe. 

The council decided in June that no action 
would be taken against the three doctors, 
prompting several universities and hun- 
dreds of doctors to protest. The protestors 
said the status of South African doctors 
internationally might suffer because of the 
failure to take action. 

The medical association met in Cape Town 
in a special session Wednesday after hun- 
dreds of doctors reportedly threatened to 
quit the organization unless Dr. Benjamin 
Tucker was expelled for his conduct in the 
Biko case. Tucker was the only one of the 
three doctors involved in the case who 
belongs to the association. 

But the association’s national council said 
it had been advised by its lawyers that the 
case against Dr. Tucker could not be 
reopened without fresh evidence. 


Equal-time rule lapses 


TV rushes to book Reagan movies 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 14 (AP) — Even 
before Ronald Reagan premieres as presi- 
dent. movies from his acting days have 
become hot television property. 

One big distributor says stations in more 
than SO American cities have already booked 
Reagan films during November and 
December, and another is finding a surprising 
level of interest overseas. With the long pres- 
idential campaign finally over, American 
television s rations have been freed of the 
Federal Communications Commission ruling 
that kept Reagan's movies off the air for 
more than a year. 

Those movies — he made more than 50 
since 1937 — never enjoyed a reputation as 
classics. Many station executives, however, 
think Reagan as an actor now has more of a 
following. Washington’s WDVM-TV Sunday 
aired Hellcats of the Navy, in which Reagan 
co-starred with his wife Nancy. 

“We scheduled that movie even before the 
election." said the station's program director, 
Ed Jones. “The audience has not been able to 
see any of his movies for 18 months and we 
thought it would be nice if people could see 
one in its entirely." Jones station is not plan- 
ning a Reagan film festival. 

“Thafs the only one we have in our lib- 
rary,” said Jones. “Reagan was never that 
much of a box office hit and I don't think his 
becoming president will make his movies any 
more attractive.” 

Other disagree. “There's been a tremend- 


ous increase in interest." said Hellen Kitten, 
director of advertising and promotion for 
United Artists Television Inc., which holds 
the rights to 35 Reagan films. "Stations have 
been bombarding our salesmen to bwk these 
films. You have to attribute it to the election. 
Here it is, an actor becoming president of the 
United States. A movie should almost be 
made of that.” 

Steve Weiss, a partner in Weiss Global 
Enterprises, says the demand has expanded 
overseas as well. - * We" ve already dosed deals 
in France, Germany. Italy. Argentina. Ven- 
ezuela, Columbia and Spain." says Weiss of 
the two Reagan films his company owns. Cot - 
tie Queen of Montana and Tennessee 's Port - 
ner. 

"There was nothing like this after he was 
elected governor (in California), and we 
really didn' t see anything in 1 97o after he ran 
for the Republican nomination” Weiss said. 

It was during the 1 976 primary season that 
the FFC ruled in a case involving Reagan that 
if a performer “is identifiable on the air" his 
political opponents are entitled to demand 
equal time. 

Most broadcasters decided to drop 
Reagan's movie rather than face a flood of 
equal time requests. With the end of the cam- 
paign, the equal lime law no longer applies. 
The surge of interest in Reagan's movie 
career will not enrich the new president. 
United Artist and Weiss Global Enterprises 
say Reagan no longer gets royalties from any 
of his films.

Kabul short on fuel 


Afghan fighters halt Russian wood convoy 


NEW DELHI. Nov. 14 (AP) — Afghan 
insurgents, apparently stepping up their 
campaign against supporters of the Soviet- 
backed regime in Kabul, reportedly killed 
seven officials and kidnapped nine others 
recently, and blocked a Russian convoy 
bringing badly needed wood to the 
beleaguered capital. 

The anti- Marxist fighters attacked the 
home of a district official in Shakar Darah 
north of the capital early in the morning of 
Nov. 2 and killed the official and seven 
guests, according to a Kabul source who has 
been accurate in the past. 

Three other government officials and two 
local members of the ruling Peoples Democ- 
ratic Party of Afghanistan were among the 
slain guests, said the source, who asked not to 
be identified. 

A diplomatic source here also reported 
that the Muslim insurgents publicly hung a 
party official recently in die important north- 
ern city of Mazar-i- Sharif. The body was left 
hanging for several days until a squad of sol- 
diers supported by tanks arrived to cut in 
down, said die diplomat, who also asked 


anonymity. 

The Kabul source, meanwhile, said the 
fighters also raided the home of the district 
official in Oarabagh, also north of the capital, 
and spirited away the official and eight other 
members of the local government They also 
seized a quantity of arms and ammunition in 
the raid. 

Authorities closed the Oarabagh- Kabul 
Road for two days while the armed party 
searched for the missing officials, the source 
added. Several villagers were arrested, but 
the officials were not located. 

The Mujahidin, or "holy warriors" as the 
insurgents call themselves, also blocked a 
convoy of 600 trucks bringing firewood to 
Kabul from the forests in Paktia province to 
the south, despite a costly effort by Soviet 
forces to dear the way, the Kabul source 
added. 

Wood is a major source of fuel in Afghanis- 
tan, and a shortage in Kabul has forced the 
price up from 15 afghanis (about 38 cents) 
last winter to 50 afghanis ($05) this winter 
for a seven-kilo "seer,” the source said.

Soviets hit West’s ‘interference 1 


MADRID, Nov. 14 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union charged Friday “ the so-called 
Afghanistan question ” was a result of the 
Wests stepping up of the arms race and 
warned against “ interfering in the internal 
affairs of Afghanistan. ” 

“ We will not accept the casting of asper- 
sions on tins (Afghanistan) , no matter where 
they come from," Deputy Soviet Foreign 
Minister Leonid Hyichey told the 35-nation 
European Security Conference. 

In the first Soviet response to two days of 
Western attacks for its military incursion into 
A f g h a n is t a n last December, the chief Soviet 
delegate also denied Western charges the 
sodet union had violated human rights provi- 
sions of the Helsinki agreements. 

“ The Soviet Union has continuously 
adhered to and respected human rights and 
fundamental freedoms, ” Ilyichev said. 

In bringing up the defense of Soviet actions 
in Afghanistan. Hyichey said“ some forces... 
have attempted to shift hot spots of tension in 
the world to Europe. ” he added : “ As for 
the so-called Afghanistan question... it is now 
high time to see the futility of interfering in 
the internal affairs of Afghanistan, ” in refer- 
ence to Afghan insurgents fighting the 
Soviet-backed regime in Kabul. 


The Soviet delegate said ** the fissure in 
international relations lies not in Afghanistan 
but in the U.S. and NATCTs stepping up of 
the arms race two years ago. ” 

Ilyichev said the Soviet Union hoped the 
security conference, facing a possible 
breakup over an East- West dispute on rules 
and an agenda, would be successful. But he 
said that depended on all 3 5 participant coun- 
tries adopting a “ business-like attitude. ” 
And he said the diplomats should follow 
the “ balanced approach ” of the Soviet 
Union, and not distort the review of sections 
of the Helsinki guidelines agreed to in 1975. 

Speaking in Russian and addressing the 
conference chairman as comrade, Ilyichev 
began by saying “ certain forces would like to 
transform the Madrid meeting into a prop- 
aganda forum — a verba] bullfight. " 

“ What is the Madrid meeting to become ? 
Is it to be a milestone in the direction of 
peace, or a step back toward the cold war ? ” 
In denying the Soviet Union had violated 
the Helsinki human rights provisions, 
Ilyichev said he had “ stro ng feelings ( of 
indignation and bafflement ” over .charges by 
U ,S. chief delegate Griffin Bell Thursday that 
Moscow was guilty of “ brutal repression ” of 
its political dissidents.

They 
killed 28 members of the unit and escaped 
with about 4UQ Soviet- made assault rifles and 
a quantity of ammunition. 

The insurgents fled buck to the Panjsfair 
Valley; pursued along the way by Soviet 
military helicopters and MiG jet fighters, the 
source said, quoting an eyewitness. Several 
insurgents were killed during the flight, he 
said. 

Separate diplomatic sources on Wednes- 
day also reported fighting in Logar province 
south of Kabul, and in Nangahar province to 
the east. 

In a battle Nov. 6, the fighters reportedly 
downed a Soviet helicopter gunship in Logar 
with what was described as a “rocket,” « 
Western diplomat said. The rocket may have 
been a Soviet surface-to-air missile brought 
to the insurgents by defecting Afghan army 
troops, the diplomat said. 

It was the second unconfirmed report erf 
insurgents finding a nrissle in recent days, the 
source said. 

Diplomatic sources said separately that 
President Babrak Kannal and all senior 
members of the Afghan government turned 
out fox the Nov. 7 reception at the Soviet 
Embassy in Kabul given to mark the Russian 
Revolution of 1917. 


Diamond earrings fetch record %6m 


GENEVA, Nov. 14 (AP) — A pair of 
diamond earrings were sold for$6,647,059 at 
a Sotheby’s auction Thursday night, the high- 
est price ever paid for any work erf art or 
jewelry at an auction. 

The two large pear-shaped diamonds, 
weighing 58.6 and 61.8 carats and suspended 
from “smaller” diamonds weighing 5.6 and 
5.9 carats, come from a “private European 
collector” according to Sotheb/s adding 
that they were sold to a “leading interna- 
tional professional diamond buyer/’ 

While refusing to divulge the owner's iden- 
tity, as is customery in such sales, Sotheby’s 
firmly denied a French press report that the 
the diamond earrings belonged to the widow 
of Shah Reza Pahlavi, Empress Farah Dibah. 

The Iranian ambassador to Switzerland, 
Gholam AE Farivar, said that Iran’s govern- 
ment commission in charge of “recuperating 
the Shah's stolen property” is investigating 
the French report. But he added he doubted 
they were part of the Iranian crown jewels. 
“To my knowledge,” he said, “these are 
being kept in the vaults of the Central Bank 


of Iran.” 

The previous highest auction price for a 
single lot of jewelry was $1.55 million for a 
pair of drop-shaped diamonds at a Geneva 
sale by Christie’s in November 1973. 

Gold prices drop 

LONDON. Nov. 14 (AP) — The dollar 
rose slighdy on world money markets Friday, 
while gold prices mostly declined. London’s 
five bullion houses fixed the morning gold 
price at $615.70 a troy ounce, down from 
$620.50 late Thursday. 

In Zurich gold traded at a median $61 5.50 
an ounce, down from $622.50. Eariier in 
Hong Kong, gold closed at $617.83, up 49 
cents. 

Silver was quoted in London at $18 .58 an 
ounce, down from $18.65. 

In London, the pound was worth $2.4155, 
down from $2.4180 on Thursday. Eariier in 
Tokyo, the dollar dosed the week at 212.65 
yen, up from 211.80 Thursday but sli gh dy 
below its value a week ago when it dosed at 
213.20. 
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
